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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Llanidloes, 

In  accordance  with  Circular  l/71  from  the  Welsh  Office  Health  Department 
I submit  for.ymr  consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary- 
conditions  in  your  Borough  for  1970. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947.  SECTION  47 * 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  in  1970»  which  deals  mainly  with 
the  care  of  the  elderly. 

In  connection  with  this  I would  like  to  especially  mention  the  work 
of  the  Local  Health  Visitor  who  is  interested  in  the  Welfare  of  the  elderly 
and  does  a great  deal  to  ensure  their  comfort  and  well  being.  Also  we  have 
the  County  Welfare  Service  which  has  provided  a home  for  the  elderly  for 
many  years  just  outside  the  Borough. 

The  Council  too  has  built  specifically  for  the  elderly  12  units  of 
accommodation  at  Llysnant. 


HOUSING. 

The  9>  two  bed-roomed  maisonettes  and  9 one  bedroomed  flats  for 
the  elderly  were  completed  at  the  Church  Hall.  These  flats  are  not 
specifically  for  the  elderly  - that  is  they  are  not  especially  equipped 
for  the  elderly. 

The  8 flats  at  Aberynant  built  especially  for  the  elderly  were 
almost  completed. 

Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  land  in  Brook  St.,  for  building 
were  carried  out  and  the  Architects  prepared  working  drawings  for  9*  "two 
bedroomed  and  9 onebedr 00m  flats  for  general  use  for  this  area. 

The  Spring  Mill  was  purchased  in  order  to  use  the  site  for  housing 
purposes. 

Private  house  building  - 4 were  started  and  9 were  completed. 


SES7AGE-  DISPOSAL. 

Again  there  is  little  to  report  in  the  way  of  progress  with  the 
new  sewage  disposal  system  for  the  Borough. 

The  Cambrian  Mill  was  closed  in  the  year  so  the  problem  of  trade 
waste  from  this  mill  was  removed. 

Discussions  were  held  with  the  Consultant  Engineers  and  a realistic 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  obtained  - relaying  of  sewers  £80,000  sewage 
treatment  works  £110,000. 

The  Council  is  awaiting  oonsent  from  the  River  Authority  to 
discharge  effluent  from  the  new  works  into  the  River  Severn  and  also 
a reply  from  the  County  Council  regarding  a contribution  to  the  Capital 
cost  of  the  scheme. 

The  present  system  is  working  reasonably  well,  but  in  the  not  too 
distant  future  as  more  houses  are  built  and  the  town  further  developed 
the  land  irrigation  method  now  in  use  will  become  impracticable  and 
obsolete. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


A now  refuse  disposal  lorry  was  ordered  in  1970  - a 10  cubic  yard 
side  loading  Commer. 

The  tip  at  Cwmbelan  continues  to  be  used,  the  collection  takes  4 
half  days  a week. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  throughout  the  County 
met  on  several  occasions  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  a central  refuse 
disposal  area  for  the  whole  County  and  a working  party  was  set  up  consisting 
of  members  from  all  the  district  Councils  in  the  County  to  discuss  this 
possibility. 

The  proposal  was  to  set  up  a pulverisation  plant  somewhere  possibly 
in  the  Forden  R.D.  area  which  was  felt  to  be  the  most  convenient  position 
to  serve  the  whole  County. 

All  ten  district  Council’s  accepted  the  scheme  in  principle  although 
most  Authorities  required  further  information  on  the  financial  implications 
before  final  commitment. 

Withthe  Government  proposals  to  make  Montgomeryshire  one  district 
Council  under  the  plan  to  reorganise  Local  Govenment,  this  central  disposal 
scheme  appears  to  be  a most  reasonable  suggestion. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  town  is  2,330  compared  with  2,346 
in  1951  so  it  appears  Llanidloes  is  just  about  static  regarding  population. 

There  were  25  births  and  45  deaths  giving  a birth  rate  of  10. 7 per 
1,000  population  (13.7  in  1969)  and  a death  rate  of  19.3  per  1,000 
population  (ll.6  in  1969).  24  deaths  occurred  in  elderly  people  of 

75  years  and  over.  12  deaths  were  due  to  cerebro-vascular  disease  and 
11  to  some  form  of  heart  disease.  Cancer  was  the  cause  of  only  2 deaths. 

The  birth  rate  in  England  and  bales  was  16.0  per  1,000  population 
and  the  death  rate  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

Of  these  deaths  8 occurred  in  the  Minhafren  Ward,  As  I have  pointed 
out  before  Minhafren  is  a geriatric ward  for  the  chronically  sick  and  if 
a patient  has  lived  there  for  6 months  prior  to  death,  then  that  patient 
is  regarded  as  a resident  of  the  town.  This  to  some  extent  accounts  for 
the  high  death  rate  in  Llanidloes,  but  also  one  must  realise  that  the 
population  of  Llanidloes  is  an  ageing  one.  For  instance  in  the  Llanidloes 
and  immediate  area,  44  elderly  people  are  receiving  home  help  in  their 
homes. 


I would  like  once  again  to  thank  my  colleagues  for  their  continuing 
help  during  1970  and  especially  Mr.  J.  LI.  Williams  for  hi3  unstinting 
co-operation.

SALMONELLOSIS . 


The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
ns  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advise  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Where 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  raw  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm.

This  information  has  hocn  obtained  from  the  Montgomeryshire  YJater  Board 
which  is  responsible  for  the  supplies  throughout  the  County. 

(a)  The  water  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

(b)  In  the  onvcnt  of  an  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample 
result  being  obtained  a check  is  made  to  ensure  that  an 
adequate  chlorine  residual  is  being  maintained  and  a further 
sample  is  taken  as  soon  as  possible.  All  new  mains  are 
superchlorinated,  flushed  and  a satisfactory  sample  obtained 
before  being  brought  into  service. 

(c)  The  fluoride  content  of  supplies  is  less  than  0.01  p.p.m.

Carno,  Llanwnog,  Caersws,  Draentewion  and  Cwmffrvvd  sources  of  supply 
have  heen  superseded  by  the  Llandinam  Severn  Valley  Scheme  during  the 
year . 


For  Aberangell  and  Esgairgelliog  bulk  supplies  have  been  obtained 
from  the  Merioneth  Water  Board. 

All  sixty  samples  of  the  Llandinam  Severn  Valley  Scheme  source 
carried  out  at  Welshpool,  Newtown,  Montgomery  and  Caersws  have  been 
satisfactory.

Inspector  took  three  samples  and  all  these  were  satisfactory. 


LLANIDLOES . 

The  Water  Board  supplies  all  the  water  in  the  town.  A total  of  fifty 
one  samples  were  taken.  Thirty  four  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of 
which  four  were  unsatisfactory  and  seventeen  by  the  Water  Board  of  which 
three  were  unsatisfactory. 


MACHYNLLETH  ILL. 


The  third,  stage  of  the  comprehensive  scheme  was  completed  and  in  full 
operation  « from  Dolfach  to  Talerddig,  from  Bont  to  Pennant,  from  Commins  Coch 
to  Darowen,  Melinbyrhedyn  and  Aherhosan  and  a Branch  to  Abercegir.  Hot  all 
the  properties  in  the  rural  district  receive  water  from  a public  source  and 
two  areas  of  the  County  are  supplied  by  Merionethshire  Water  Board.  The 
following  samples  were  taken  throughout  the  years-
